On June 20, the Common Council passed an ordinance adopting the Climate and 

Equity Plan and amending the Citywide Policy Plan as part of Milwaukee’s Overall 

Comprehensive Plan.  Included in the file was the creation of the City-County Advisory 

Board on Climate and Economic Equity tasked with reviewing the implementation of the 

Climate and Equity Plan. 

“The action taken by the Council last month was historic. When it comes to 

climate change we could not afford to wait any longer. We humans helped cause climate 

change, and now we must come together to slow the warming of the earth and ensure our 

future generations have the cleanest air, land, and water possible,” said Alderwoman 

Dimitrijevic.  

The Climate and Equity Plan goals include reducing community greenhouse gas 

emissions 45% by 2030, achieving net zero emissions by 2050, and improving racial and 

economic equity by creating green jobs that pay at least $40,000 and are focused on 

recruiting local people of color.
